‘Peaceful warrior’ remembered

There’s a reason that the Ju¬ 
bilee Auditorium was full an 
hour before Manmeet Bhullar’s 
memorial; in fact, there were 
many reasons. 

As thousands packed into 
the large auditorium with hun¬ 
dreds more overflowing into 
SAIT to say goodbye to the man 
known as a “peaceful warrior,” 
it was evident Sunday that the 
35-year-old Calgary MLA im¬ 
pacted the lives of everyone 
he knew personally, and many 
more he did not. 

“Never when my parents 
immigrated to this country 
over 40 years ago, would they 
have imagined that one day 
their son would be this loved 
by Calgarians, Albertans and 
Canadians as one of their own,” 
older sister Tarjinder Bhullar 
told the auditorium. 

After pulling over on the 
highway to help someone in 
the ditch during a snowstorm, 
Bhullar died as he lived, many 
have said — by helping others. 
It’s a sentiment echoed by for¬ 
mer MLA and good friend Jona¬ 
than Denis. 

Denis met Bhullar 15 years 
ago at a party function and had 
been friends ever since. 

“I’ll remember him as a good 


friend. He was always good to 
me, he was always thinking 
about other people before him 
and I just can’t believe this has 
happened,” a tearful Denis told 
Metro after the service. 

“It’s almost fitting; he was 
serving someone on the side 
of the road and all of a sudden 
he died in service. It’s sad.” 

Bhullar’s wife Namrita Rat¬ 
tan encouraged everyone to 
continue in his legacy to make 
the world a better place. 

“His life was short but he 
did more than most,” she says. 
“Not everyone dies a hero; Me- 
etha not only died as one, he 
lived as one.” 

Former Alberta premier Jim 
Prentice led the service with 
Calgaiy mayor Naheed Nenshi 
also paying tribute. 

Before the service Nenshi 
said that he too, hopes people 
remember Bhullar through 
action. 

“It says an enormous 
amount about the impact he 
had on anybody in the com¬ 
munity ... he touched us all 
and he really is a remarkable 
example of exactly the kind 
of person we love to have in 
public service. Let’s not forget 
about the important things he 
was working on.” 

Bhullar is perhaps best 
known for his work as Ser¬ 
vice Alberta Minister when he 
changed legislation regarding 
releasing the names of children 
who died in protective care. 

“He stood up for the most 
vulnerable people in our so¬ 
ciety, for children in care. He 
said ‘We’re not doing right by 
them,”’ Nenshi said during the 
memorial.

Edmonton commuters may 
soon be able to get around 
by bike without owning one, 
thanks to a city plan to explore 
the viability of bike-sharing. 

It’s been a boon in other 
cities, allowing members to 
grab a bike from one lock-up 
point and ride it to another 
as a means of getting around 
town. 

Daniel Vriend, the city’s gen¬ 
eral supervisor of sustainable 
transportation, is hoping the 
council supports a $459,000 
budget request to put togeth¬ 
er a bike-sharing strategy by 
2018. 

He said there are many 
benefits to bilce-sharing, and 
the perfect time to roll it out 
in Edmonton is coming. 

“The idea is for (the strategy) 


to be timed with major bike 
routes opening in the heart of 
the city, on 102 Avenue and 
83 Avenue,” Vriend said. “The 
other piece that it co-ordinates 
well with is the coming LRT.” 

He explained there is a ra¬ 
dius around transit centres 


of people who can access it 
quickly by walking, and the 
radius increases — thereby 
upping transit ridership — 
when people can feasibly bike 
to transit. 

“It extends transit’s reach 
quite a bit,” he said, adding 


that there are health and eco¬ 
nomic benefits. 

Chris Chan, president of the 
Edmonton Bicycle Commuters 
Society, said it would also be 
great for visitors to take in 
more of the city.

Valley and so many new attrac¬ 
tions opening up downtown 
— the museum, art gallery, 
arena,” he said. “The distances 
in Edmonton are greater than 
in some denser cities, so a bike 
is quite effective at shrinking 
those distances.” 

However, both Chan and 
Vriend say more complete cyc¬ 
ling infrastructure is need¬ 
ed before bilce-sharing really 
works well enough to reap any 
of those benefits. 

“Having a plan in place of 
how it would look (is best), so 
we don’t get to the point where 
we have a strong network and 
haven’t started thinking about 
bike share,” Chan said.

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Police receive 
funding model

City’s service 
would receive 
$3M, not $15M, 
for next year

Mayor Don Iveson proposed 
a new funding model for city 
police at council Friday and 
promised to join the police 
chief in lobbying the province 
for a funding top-up. 

The formula-based funding 
would be tied to factors such 
as population growth and in¬ 
flation, and would give the Ed¬ 
monton Police Service $3 mil¬ 
lion for next year — far short 
of the $15 million it requested. 

“What I’d like to do is give 
the commission certainty for 
planning by providing you 


something that is more for¬ 
mula based,” Iveson said Friday. 
“(It) would be at least some 
certainty as to what you could 
be working with over the next 
three years. That’s valuable for 
all of us to be able to plan.” 

The police commission is 
asking for $48.6 million over 
the next three years. Its calls 
for service have increased by 
8.6 per cent this year, and the 
commission says the money 
is needed to hire more staff 
to allow it to increase time 
spent on crime prevention in 
the community. 

Police Chief Rod Knecht 
admitted he didn’t expect 
council to approve the fund¬ 
ing request, but said Iveson’s 
proposed funding model gives 
the service a firmer idea of 
how much funding to expect. 

“Coming forward each year, 
it’s a bit of a crapshoot,” he 
said. “I think it’s a good idea, 
it’s proactive and it really al¬ 
lows us a lot of latitude on 
planning because as it exists

right now, it’s always a guess¬ 
ing game.” 

Knecht said police were “a 
little taken aback” by the num¬ 
ber of calls for service this year. 

Police asked for $15 million 
to hire dozens of support staff, 
investigators and 23 front-line 
officers. If they get $3 million it 
will still be used to hire more 
staff, but Knecht said it means 
re-prioritizing the service’s ef¬ 
forts — including possibly elim¬ 
inating some school resource 
officers or traffic positions. 

“If we don’t get what we 
ask for, then we make adjust¬ 
ments, like everybody else,” 
Knecht said. “We’ll go through 
the entire resource base to see 
where we can cut back.”

CLIMATE CHANGE 

Policy 
aids First 
Nations 

Alberta’s new climate change 
policy strengthens the hand 
of First Nations as they argue 
for a greater role in planning 
energy development, says an 
aboriginal leader. 

“Anything that’s done to our 
land, our resources — mean¬ 
ingful consultation needs to 
happen before anything starts,” 
said Steve Courtoreille, Grand 
Chief of the Treaty 8 First Na¬ 
tions, whose land is where 
most oilsands development 
has occurred. 

Courtoreille said concerns 
over the impact of develop¬ 
ment on land and water can’t 
be separated from the issue of 
climate change. 

First Nations have long 
argued they should be involved 
in designing projects rather 
than simply being presented 
with completed plans and 
asked for approval. They have 
also demanded a stronger role 
in monitoring the effects of 
development, not only by con¬ 
ducting the work themselves 
but also in directing what is 
monitored, the Canadian press

New statistics from Alberta 
Health Services show fentanyl 
has killed an average of more 
than five Albertans a week this 
year. 

From Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 
fentanyl was attributed to the 
deaths of 213 Albertans. Of these 
deaths, 55 were of people who 
lived in the Edmonton area. 

During that same time period, 
there were 356 reported visits to 
Edmonton emergency rooms due 
to “poisoning by other opioid” 
— a category that includes drugs 
such as fentanyl. Alberta-wide, 
there were 1,173 emergency 
room visits from this category 
of poisoning. 

There were also 80 emergency 


department visits due to “poi¬ 
soning by heroin,” and 56 visits 
due to “poisoning by synthetic 
narcotic.” Alberta Health Servi¬ 
ces say they are now monitor¬ 
ing these reports, because this 
term is also used in situations 
of fentanyl overdose. 

Fentanyl is readily available as 
a street drug, and is 100 times 


more toxic than morphine, hero¬ 
in or oxycodone. It is comparable 
to OxyContin, but more potent. 
The Alberta government says 


they are aware of these statistics 
and are taking action on pre¬ 
venting more deaths by focusing 
on preventative measures such as 


Naloxone, a drug that counters 
the effects of a fentanyl overdose. 

“We are taking action on 
fentanyl right now, because we 
know that people are facing life- 
and-death situations,” Minister 
of Health Sarah Hoffman said 
in an emailed statement. 

Hoffman said the government 
is working with community 
groups in Alberta to distribute 
3,000 naloxone kits. Doctors 
and pharmacists can prescribe 
naloxone to those who need it, 
and paramedics can administer 
the opiate blocker in cases of 
emergency. 

“We are also taking action to 
increase public awareness, im¬ 
prove addictions treatment and 
reduce supply and trafficking of 
the drug,” Hoffman said. 

As an Edmonton drug pro¬ 
gram that provides sterile needles 
to city drug users, Streetworks 
program manager Marliss Tay¬ 
lor said she isn’t surprised by 
the numbers of people killed 
by fentanyl this year. 

“Sadly, that’s what we were 
expecting,” Taylor said. 

Taylor said public education 
is another necessary step to pre¬ 
vent deaths from fentanyl and 
other opiates.

Access to methadone 
needed: Addiction expert 

As new and startling 
fentanyl death statistics 
emerge, public health 
professionals are again 
calling for providing opi¬ 
oid users easier access to 
methadone and suboxone. 

Elaine Hyshlca, a PhD can¬ 
didate in the School of Pub¬ 
lic Health at the University 
of Alberta, said evidence for 
medical-assisted recovery 
leading to the best results 
is well known, making the 
drugs more available in Al¬ 
berta has proven difficult. 

“If we’re responding to 
the fentanyl crisis specific¬ 
ally, the best solutions to 
reducing deaths and sub- 
stance-abuse harms are to 
expand access to medica¬ 
tion-assisted treatment — 
methadone and suboxone,” 
Hyshlca said. 

Unfortunately, she said, 
Alberta has “very con¬ 
strained access” to these 
medications — which treat 
cravings and withdrawal 
symptoms and are scien¬ 
tifically proven to prevent 
overdoses far more effect¬ 
ively than abstinence-based

Ministers hear of 
refugees’ struggle 


The World Food Program ran 
out of money last fall to help 
feed 80,000 people who live 
at Zaatari, a refugee camp in 
Jordan near the Syrian border 
that was set up in the early 
days of Syria’s civil war. 

Without the prepaid Master- 
Cards with the $28 US per per¬ 
son, per month, to buy food at 
the two official supermarkets 
in camp, people pulled their 
children out of school so they 
could work for grocery money 
and rates of child marriage rose 
as a way for families to provide 
for their daughters. 

An influx of cash from 
international donors — Can¬ 
ada among them — helped 
alleviate the immediate crisis, 
a delegation of federal cabinet 
ministers heard Sunday from 
WFP and UNICEF officials. 

Immigration Minister John 
McCallum, Health Minister 
Jane Philpott and Defence Min¬ 
ister Harjit Sajjan were on a 
one-day visit to Jordan, one of 
the three countries from which 
Canada is now in the process 
of selecting 25,000 Syrian refu¬ 
gees for resettlement in Can¬ 
ada over the coming months. 

The program includes $100 
million in aid money, too, some 
of it going to programs like 
food assistance to help fore¬ 
stall another such emergency. 

The ongoing challenge was 
clearly on Sajjan’s mind. 


The reality is most of the 
refugees Canada will take in 
between now and the end of 
February are unlikely to come 
from Zaatari or camps else¬ 
where, but from cities and 
towns. But that hasn’t stopped 
the residents of the camps from 
hoping they’ll get a spot. 

“Canadians in Zaatari. Are 
there good news about re¬ 
settlement for Zaatari people?” 
asked one resident, in a tweet 
to camp manager Hovig Ety- 
emezian, which he read aloud 
to the group. 

“We certainly hope so,” said 
McCallum. “That’s why we’re 
here.” the Canadian press

French President Francois Hol¬ 
lande appeared to give his 
blessing to Canada’s proposed 
withdrawal of its fighter jets 
from the bombing campaign 
against Islamic militants after 
meeting Prime Minister Jus¬ 
tin Trudeau on Sunday at the 


Elysee Palace. 

The fight against the Islamic 
State in Syria and the Levant 
(ISIL), has taken on new ur¬ 
gency in France after terrorists 
claiming to be inspired by the 
movement killed 130 people 
earlier this month in Paris in 
seven co-ordinated attacks. 

Hollande has been travel¬ 
ling the world drumming up 
support for a massive military 
response, including more air 
strikes by more countries, at 
exactly the same time Tru¬ 
deau’s government says it will 
remove Canada’s six CF18s 


from Iraq and Syria and step 
up militaiy training instead. 

Hollande said he and Tru¬ 
deau had spoken about secur¬ 
ity, the battle against radical¬ 
ism and diplomacy. 

“But we also have to act mil¬ 
itarily,” said Hollande, adding 
Trudeau affirmed Canada’s soli¬ 
darity in the global fight and 
each countiy should contrib¬ 
ute “within their own means.” 

Trudeau said Saturday the 
shadow of the recent terrorist 
attacks in Paris has made world 
leaders eager to show up in 
solidarity at the Paris climate 


talks that begin Monday, and 
he was optimistic of a positive 
outcome despite the absence 
of credible emissions-cutting 
plans to stop global warming. 

Foreign Affairs Minister Ste- 
phane Dion and Catherine Mc¬

While the federal government 
ramps up efforts to take in 
thousands of Syrian refugees, 
Ottawa has confirmed it will 
not ask displaced migrants 
from the war-torn country to 
pay back the cost of bringing 
them to Canada. 

Normally, if refugees can’t 
afford the transportation or 
medical screening to come to 
Canada, they are offered a loan 
under the federal immigration 
loans program, and are required 
to pay it back with interest. Ac¬ 


cording to the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil for Refugees, the loans can 
be up to $10,000 per family. 

Line Patry, a spokeswoman 
for Immigration, Refugees and 
Citizenship said the govern¬ 
ment had decided to waive 
the loans for incoming Syrian 
refugees because the humani¬ 
tarian situation in that countiy 
is so dire. 

Patry did not say how much 
forgoing the loans would cost 
the government.

The federal Liberals say they 
plan to extend a vow of gender 
parity in cabinet to ensure the 
same outcome in the hundreds 
of appointments the govern¬ 
ment makes to boards, agen¬ 
cies and Crown corporations. 

The Liberals promised in 
the election to overhaul an ap¬ 
pointment process that now is 
conducted behind closed doors 
and was sometimes mired in 
accusations of political patron¬ 
age for government donors or 
failed candidates. 

The party has vowed to cre¬ 
ate an outside body to recom¬ 


mend new senators, a model 
similar to one used in Britain 
for government-wide appoint¬ 
ments to boards and agencies 
made by cabinet and ministers. 

The Liberals didn’t provide 
details of how the appoint¬ 
ments process, which they now 
oversee, will work. 

“Appointments will be open, 
transparent and merit-based 
and we will ensure gender par¬ 
ity and that more indigenous 
peoples and minority groups 
are reflected in positions 
of leadership,” said Olivier 
Duchesneau, deputy director 


of communications to Prime 
Minister Justin Trudeau. 

Penny Collenette, who was 
head of appointments for for¬ 
mer prime minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien, said making the process 
more transparent would likely 
require more resources and 
money for the Prime Minister’s 


Office and Privy Council Office. 

There are also privacy issues 
a more open process needs to 
consider so a candidate’s em¬ 
ployer doesn’t hear they might 
be leaving, and the govern¬ 
ment needs to define “merit” 
to avoid accusations of political 
patronage, the Canadian press

Three dead in 
killing spree 
at Planned 
Parenthood 

The suspected gunman in a 
deadly shooting at a women’s 
health clinic that offers abor¬ 
tions said “no more baby parts” 
after his arrest, a law enforce¬ 
ment official said. 

The official could not elabor¬ 
ate on Robert Lewis Dear’s com¬ 
ment and spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the official 
was not authorized to speak 
publicly about the investigation. 

But police said they will 
not disclose why the gunman 
opened fire at the Planned 
Parenthood clinic, lulling three 
people. 

Colorado Springs police said 
in a statement that they are seal¬ 
ing the warrants related to the 
case against 57-year-old Robert 
Lewis Dear. They are not provid¬ 
ing information on the weapon 
used in Friday’s shooting, a time 
line of events or a motive. 

Dear is expected to make his 
first court appearance Monday. 

Planned Parenthood, a na¬ 
tional organization, has cited 
witnesses as saying the gunman 
was motivated by his opposition 
to abortion, one of America’s 
most sensitive issues. 


In July, anti-abortion activists 
released undercover video they 
said showed Planned Parenthood 
personnel negotiating the sale 
of fetal organs. Planned Parent¬ 
hood has denied seeking any 
payments beyond legally per¬ 
mitted reimbursement costs 
for donating the organs to re¬ 


searchers. 

Still, the National Abortion 
Federation says it has since seen 
a rise in threats at clinics nation¬ 
wide. 

Anti-abortion activists, part 
of a group called the Center for 
Medical Progress, denounced 
the “barbaric lulling spree in 


Colorado Springs by a violent 
madman” and offered prayers 
for the dead and wounded and 
for their families. 

Police haven’t said what mo¬ 
tivated Dear to cany out the at¬ 
tack. Neighbors described him 
as reclusive, stashing food in 
the woods, avoiding eye con-

Suspect divided time 
between cabin, trailer 

Dear lived part of the time 
in a cabin with no electri¬ 
city or running water in 
North Carolina. Neighbours 
said when he spoke it was 
a rambling combination 
of topics that didn't make 
sense. Authorities searched 
the suspect's Colorado trail¬ 
er but found no explosives.

tact and warning people about 
government spying. They said 
he seemed to have few religious 
or political leanings. 

The Planned Parenthood clin¬ 
ic has long been the site of anti¬ 
abortion protests, but a Roman 
Catholic priest who has held 
weekly Mass in front of it for 
20 years said Dear wasn’t part 
of his group. 

“I don’t recognize him at all,” 
the Rev. Bill Carmody said. 

At a vigil Saturday for the vic¬ 
tims, Rev. Nori Rost called the 
gunman a “domestic terrorist.” 

Vicki Cowart, the regional 
head of Planned Parenthood, 
said the gunman “broke in” to 
the clinic but didn’t get past a 
locked door leading to the main 
part of the facility. She said there 
was no armed security when the 
shooting began.

Mortar attack on Mali base

Michael Brown laid to rest without headstone 


Michael Brown once told an 
uncle that the world one day 
would know his name, and 
he was right. 

But 15 months after the 
black 18-year-old’s killing by 
a white police officer in Fer¬ 
guson, Mo., sparked a national 
protest movement over the 


treatment of blacks by U.S. 
law enforcement, he lies bur¬ 
ied in relative obscurity. 

There is no headstone 
marking his grave in St. 
Peter’s Cemetery. There is 
just a concrete slab with “MB” 
spray-painted in orange. 

Other matters have inter¬ 


fered in getting a permanent 
headstone in place, said Lyah 
LeFlore, vice-president of the 
Michael O.D. Brown “We Love 
Our Sons & Daughters” Foun¬ 
dation that Brown’s mother, 
Lesley McSpadden, helped 
launch in her late son’s mem¬ 
ory. 


Among the distractions: 
The wrongful-death lawsuit 
that McSpadden and Brown’s 
father filed against Ferguson, 
the St. Louis suburb’s former 
police chief and Darren Wil¬ 
son, the officer who shot and 
killed Brown during an August 
2014 confrontation. 


“Everybody has to do things 
kind of at their own pace,” Le¬ 
Flore said of efforts to mark 
Brown’s grave. 

McSpadden “just wants 
something beautiful, poetic 
and wonderful in her son’s 
memory.”

Global rallies call

Hundreds of thousands of 
people have taken part in 
rallies around the world on 
Sunday, calling on leaders to 
halt climate change on the 
eve of a major conference 
in Paris. 

Violence quickly erupted 
between French riot police 
and a group of several hun¬ 
dred at a major square in 
Paris that was the site of a 
peaceful demonstration ear¬ 
lier. Police fired tear gas to 
disperse protesters throwing 
projectiles. 

An organizer of the rallies, 
Avaaz, said that early esti¬ 
mates of marchers around 
the globe show 570,000 
people marched in 175 coun¬ 
tries. 

Here are some of the ral¬ 


lies that took place in Europe 
on Sunday: 

Thousands of demonstra¬ 
tors gathered in central Paris 
and formed a human chain 
along the route of a long- 
planned protest march that 
was banned by the French 
government in a security 
crackdown following the 
Nov. 13 Paris attacks. Near¬ 
by, thousands of shoes, some 
decorated, were placed at 
the Place de la Republique 
to symbolize the many feet 
that could not march because 
of the ban. 

Paris police chief Michel 
Cadot said that a group of 
200 or 300 people violated 
a ban on protests under the 
country’s state of emergency. 
Cadot said that the group 
lobbed glass bottles and other 
projectiles, including candles 
set out in homage to the vic¬ 
tims of the extremist attacks.

Syrian refugee 
children bom 
in Iraq left in 
legal limbo 

Aria is stateless. Like thousands 
of other children born to Syr¬ 
ian refugees living in Iraq, the 
10-month-old girl is beginning 
her life in legal limbo. 

Some 240,000 refugees who 
fled the fighting in Syria now 
live in Iraq, where among many 
other hardships, they are often 
unable to get their children 
citizenship in either countiy. 

“It’s required to have a na¬ 
tionality,” said Azad Khalil, the 
girl’s father. “She doesn’t exist 
in any records (in Syria) because 
she was born here.” 

Syrian refugees who have 
children in Iraq’s Kurdistan re¬ 
gion are entitled to apply for 
official birth certificates from 
local authorities, but many fam¬ 
ilies don’t. Refugee camps are 
often far away from government 
buildings in major cities, so 
many children are left without 
the most basic documentation. 

Khalil said he can only apply 
for citizenship for his daughter 
if the family returns to Syria. 
But with the country in the 
fifth year of a civil war that 
has killed more than 250,000 
people, the odds of returning 


home are slim. He fears that 
even a temporaiy visit to apply 
for citizenship would be a waste 
of time. 

“The document that we have 


from here is veiy simple — it 
doesn’t show anything, only 
that she was born here. If we 
take it back to Syria they might 
not recognize it,” he said. 

Other families said that even 
if they could return home, they 
would be afraid to present such 
documents in a Syrian govern¬ 
ment office. They worry that 
proof they were refugees would 
associate them with opposition

Airstrikes kill at least 18 

Airstrikes believed to have 
been carried out by Russian 
warplanes killed at least 
18 civilians and wounded 
dozens more on Sunday in 
a northern Syrian town held 
by insurgents, Syrian op¬ 
position media reported. 

The Britain-based Syr¬ 
ian Observatory for Human 
Rights said the airstrikes 
struck the town of Ariha, 
killing at least four chil¬ 
dren and wounding dozens 
more. The Observatory said 
three buildings were de¬ 
stroyed in the chaos. 

If Russian warplanes car¬ 
ried out Sunday's strikes it 
would be one of the deadli¬ 
est incidents since Moscow 
began launching airstrikes 
in Syria, the associated press 


Israel on Sunday suspended con¬ 
tacts with European Union rep¬ 
resentatives on Mideast peace 
issues to protest the 28-nation 
bloc’s decision to label Israeli 
exports from the West Bank. 

The decision, which deep¬ 
ened a fissure with the EU 
over the labeling issue, came 
as a rash of Palestinian attacks 
showed no signs of relenting. In 
Sunday’s violence, Palestinians 
carried out two new stabbing 
attacks — wounding a woman 
and a police officer. One of the 
assailants was shot dead. 

Israel has been up in arms 
since the EU announced this 
month that goods produced in 
Israeli settlements must have 


special labels and cannot say 
they were made in Israel. Is¬ 
rael has said the decision is 
discriminatory and unfairly 
singles out Israel, while the 
EU says it is a technical mat¬ 
ter to clarify the origins of the 
products. 

Israel’s Foreign Ministiy an¬ 
nounced late Sunday that Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
had ordered contacts frozen 
until a “reassessment process 
is completed.” 

The peace process with the 
Palestinians broke down early 
last year, so the practical impli¬ 
cations of the announcement 
were not immediately clear.

HOLIDAY SHOPPING 

Black Friday store sales fall 
as more shoppers go online 


Black Friday shopping is shift¬ 
ing from hours spent in line 
to more time online. 

Sales at retail stores on Black 
Friday fell to $10.4 billion US 
this year, down from $11.6 
billion US in 2014, according 
to preliminary figures from 
research firm ShopperTralc. 

And sales on Thanksgiving 
dropped to $1.8 billion US from 
just over $2 billion US. 

A big reason for the declines 
is increased online shopping, 
as Americans hunt down deals 
on their smartphones, tablets 
and computers. Another key

factor: Many retailers are of¬ 
fering bargains long before 
Thanksgiving, limiting the im¬ 


pact of Black Friday specials. 

Still, most analysts expect 
this year’s holiday sales to 
show stronger growth than 
last year’s. Americans are start¬ 
ing to see early signs of pay in¬ 
creases, hiring has been solid 
in the past year, and low gas 
prices are leaving more money 
in shoppers’ pockets. “There’s 
a lot of strength in the consum¬ 
er,” said Bill Martin, co-founder 
of ShopperTralc. Even with the 
slip in sales, “Black Friday will 
end up being the number one 
sales day in retail this year.”

Big banks focus on cost cutting 


Grappling with a perfect storm 
of economic and operating 
challenges, Canada’s biggest 
banks are expected to em¬ 
phasize their efforts to rein 
in costs as they report their 
fourth-quarter earnings this 
week. “They need a catalyst 
to grow earnings, and increas¬ 
ingly I think the focus is on 
expenses,” said Edward Jones 
analyst Jim Shanahan. 


Analysts will be looking for 
signs of cracks stemming from 
continued low oil prices on the 
banks’ loan books. 

The first such indications 
of trouble began to crop up 
last quarter, when most of 
the lenders reported higher 
impaired loans — loans that 
are unlikely to be repaid in 
full — to companies in the oil 
and gas sector. 


Despite the spike, the credit 
problems that have so far sur¬ 
faced have proven to be man¬ 
ageable for the banks. 

Analysts say the brunt of the 
pain is more likely to be on the 
consumer loan side — for ex¬ 
ample, when laid-off workers 
are unable to pay back their 
credit cards, consumer loans 
and mortgage debts.

Gates sparks 
plan to spend 
billions on low 
carbon energy 

Government and business 
leaders are banking on clean 
energy technology to fight 
global warming, kicking off 
this week’s high-stalces cli¬ 
mate change negotiations in 
Paris by pledging tens of bil¬ 
lions of dollars for research 
and development. 

Microsoft founder and phil¬ 
anthropist Bill Gates, U.S. 
President Barack Obama and 
French President Francois Hol- 
lande will announce the new 
initiative on Monday, commit¬ 
ting to spend tens of billions 
of dollars for a technologic¬ 
al fix to the planet’s climate 
woes, three current and for¬ 
mer officials have said. 

“It’s quite a big deal,” said 
Jennifer Morgan, global cli¬ 
mate director for the World 
Resources Institute. “It brings 


a new kind of burst of energy 
into the conference right at 
the beginning on something 
very important.” 

The “ambitious” effort to 
develop clean energies initial¬ 
ly involves eight countries — 
France, the U.S., India, South 
Korea, Saudi Arabia, Australia, 
Canada and Norway — ac¬ 
cording to a French official. 
These countries would pledge 
to double their spending on 
low or no-carbon energy, ac¬ 
cording to an early version of 
a document. 

The money would focus on 
research and development of 
technologies such as energy 
storage, which could make 
better use of clean power from 
wind and solar regardless of 
the vagaries of weather. 

Led by Gates, about 20 pri¬ 
vate business leaders have 
signed on to the initiative, 
making their pledges condi¬ 
tional on governments also 
pledging more money, said 
a former U.S. government of¬ 
ficial who is familiar with 
the plan.

Ban Ki-moon suggests 
reviews every five years 

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon says governments' 
pledges to cut global 
warming emissions aren't 
enough and should be re¬ 
viewed before 2020. 

He endorsed plans for 
reviewing targets every five 
years. 

More than 180 countries 
have submitted climate ac¬ 
tion plans before the UN 
climate summit in Paris, 
including pledges to cut or 
rein in heat-trapping green¬ 
house gas emissions after 
2020, when the new deal is 
supposed to take effect. 

However, scientific 
analyses show that even 
if those plans are imple¬ 
mented man-made warm¬ 
ing is likely to reach almost 
3 Celsius, which is beyond 
the 2-Celsius goal of the 
international talks.

Revitalizing Jasper Ave. 
will require a sacrifice 



From the intensity of the 
room, you’d think the 65 
people hunched over big white 
sheets with scented markers 
were plotting something more 
complicated than a road. 

Imagine Jasper Avenue was 
the most sophisticated design 
charrette I’d ever attended. 
Held in Christ Church in Oli¬ 
ver last Wednesday, the city’s 
public engagement event for 
downtown’s main street (west 
of 109 Street) had its own 
hashtag and logo. 

A couple of the 100 or so 
adults who packed the gymna¬ 
sium during two evening ses¬ 
sions envisioned, among other 
things, a canal and skating 
lane down the thoroughfare. 

Eveiy soul in the room had 
experienced a more pleasant 
and more pride-worthy street 


than Jasper, so the majority 
of their wants were obvious: 
Expanded sidewalks, pretty 
streetlights and public art, 
trees and flowers, maybe — 
gasp! — a bike lane. 

Imagine Jasper Avenue is 
a grand gesture to show the 
city won’t repeat the fiasco of 
99 Street. You may know it as 
“Scona Road,” but some within 
the transportation department 
call the car-centric, poorly con¬ 
sulted, accidental speed-trap 
“the Beginning of the End.” 

To prove it, administrators 
asking the simple question: 
What do you want? 

But is it the right question? 

In reimagining our strug¬ 
gling main street, it may serve 
us better to ask what we are 
willing to sacrifice. 

Are we willing to give up 
high speed limits (for a road 
shared with pedestrians, Jasper 
is fast), abundant parking and 
six traffic lanes in exchange 
for, say, a canal, or less ridicu¬ 
lously, bike lanes? 


We better be, because cos¬ 
metics can only accomplish 
so much, as exemplified for 
makeovers along Stony Plain 
Road and Fort Road, noble and 
expensive efforts that’ve done 
nothing to spur small business 
or encourage density. 

This is a question that needs 
to be asked of businesses, too. 
The Oliver side of Jasper Av¬ 
enue gets off to a rough start 
for pedestrians, on 109 St., 
where the majority of stores 
in the abutting strip mall pur¬ 
posely lock their front doors 
and close the blinds to send 
foot traffic around the back. 
The walker or cyclist’s experi¬ 
ence degrades further west 
as businesses cover their win¬ 
dows with black tint, posters 
and garage shutters. 

Will they lose these im¬ 
pervious touches alongside 
Jasper’s changes? 

But most of all, it’s a ques¬ 
tion for the transportation 
department. 

When I posed it to traffic 


engineer Satya Gadidasu, Im¬ 
agined project manager, he 
was agnostic. 

“We don’t know that yet.” 

He said the visioning ses¬ 
sion was “stage one” and em¬ 
phasized the need to balance 
the wishes of central Edmon¬ 
ton with the need to efficiently 
feed car commuters through 
the “corridor.” 

“Corridor” suggests Jasper’s 
sole purpose to those at the 
top will always be to move 
people, mostly in vehicles, 
through a neighbourhood. 

The best main streets make 
you stop — to drink coffee, 
buy groceries, flip a coin to a 
busker, pet a pooch. The worst 
try to hide their true purpose 
to disguise their dedication to 
efficiency. As long as we fixate 
on efficiencies, our reimagin¬ 
ing of Jasper will be limited in 
actual imagination.

I'm an addict. The addiction 
started at 15, and though I've 
lived long periods free of it. 

I've never beat it. Every time 
I've quit without medicine or 
counselling. I've relapsed. 

My addiction is nicotine, 
and like most dependencies, it 
won't kill me if smoke again — 
which evidence shows is likely. 

But let's flip the script: If I 
were physically addicted to, 
say, fentanyl, 50 times more 
powerful than heroin, and I 
quit and relapsed the same 
way I've done with tobacco, 
the outcome could be tragic. 

As with all opioids people 
abuse, public-health workers 
see that heavy users often 
get clean through abstinence 
treatment, but then relapse. 

Going clean lowers toler¬ 
ance, so using again puts a 
person at an extremely high 
risk of overdose and death. 

That the stakes are this high 
makes what's happening with 
fentanyl treatment in Alberta 
a wake-up call for the rest of 
Canada: It's beyond time we 
put aside the morality-based 
abstinence ideal and follow 
what science shows works: 
methadone and suboxone. Ex¬ 
perts says these medications 
cut cravings, treat withdrawal 
symptoms, prevent relapse 
and save lives. 

So far in 2015,213 Alberta 
deaths have been attributed 
to fentanyl, with 55 in the 
Edmonton zone. 

But disturbingly, several 
reports have shown that the 
number of people on meth¬ 
adone treatment in Alberta is 


down, and there are month¬ 
long waiting lists to get in. 

Elaine Hyshka, a PhD 
student in the School of Public 
Health at the University of 
Alberta, said the problem is 
complex and not about indif¬ 
ference or political will. 

She explained it's partly 
due to a shortage of doc¬ 
tors licensed to prescribe 
methadone and suboxone in 
Alberta, and limited incen¬ 
tives to get them to earn the 
license. Since the opioid crisis 
has grown, few doctors will 
want to prescribe methadone 
or suboxone, as they'll quickly 
be overwhelmed with patients. 

As Metro Edmonton has 
reported, mothers of fentanyl 
users have been desperate to 
find their children treatment 
beds — cut access to the 
drug, goes the thinking, and 
they'll live another day. 

It works, short term. But, 
Hyshka said, most of Alberta's 
in-patient addiction beds are 
abstinence based, and don't 
include methadone or subox¬ 
one. That's a very big problem. 

So too is the fact that most 
in the addictions treatment 
community saw this situation 
coming, with the 2012 re¬ 
moval of OxyContin from the 
prescription (and thus, illicit) 
market in Alberta. 

There was already an opioid 
problem here, she said, and 
removing a popular pill didn't 
kill demand — it just shifted it 
to a drug that's far more lethal. 

The same applies to meth¬ 
adone and suboxone: The de¬ 
mand is there, and abstinence 
is being used in substitution. 
It's time that stopped, before 
more people die.

Country music’s bumpy ride 



MCA Records signed Tebey Ottoh to a development deal at 15 years old, but by the time he was 20, it was all gone. So he turned 
to songwriting, penning songs for the likes of One Direction and Cher, torstar news service 


TEBEY OTTOH 

Singer still 
grinding away 
despite early 
Nashville success 

Tebey Ottoh wasn’t old enough 
to drive when he first managed 
to get his boot in the door of 
Nashville’s impregnable country 
scene, and he certainly wasn’t 
old enough to understand his 
luck. 

He was 14 when he won a 
countiy singing contest in Sim- 
coe, Ont., a competition he had 
previously conquered as young 
as six. This time, the prize in¬ 
cluded studio time in Toronto, 
which the adolescent Ottoh used 
to craft his debut demo. 

Naively, he mailed it to the 
record companies in Nashville 
and waited. 

“Everyone knows that’s not 
how you get a record deal,” he 
recalled, sipping a vodka and Red 
Bull at the Rock ’n’ Horse Saloon 
in Toronto. “Those things just go 
in the garbage.” 

In Ottoh’s case, however, 
the demo caught the ear of the 
president of MCA Records, who 
summoned the teen to Nashville 
and promptly signed him to a 
development deal. 

“I’m thinking as a 15-year-old 
lad: ‘Wow. That was really easy.’” 

The next 17 years would prove 
him wrong. 

His solo career would suffer 
several false starts and supposed 
finishes, and before he would get 
the chance to write songs for One 
Direction, Cher or, well, himself, 


he would have to prove exactly 
how much he wanted it. 

Early on, however, music came 
naturally. The son of an engin¬ 
eer bom in Nigeria who met his 
mother on a soccer scholarship 
at Trent University, Ottoh began 
singing in church at age five. 

It was with his father that he 
shuffled to Music City, with the 
rest of his family remaining in 
Burlington, Ont. 

By 17, he had shifted to a dif¬ 
ferent record label, but the oppor¬ 
tunities were no less abundant. 

He had an American publish¬ 
ing deal, a star producer (Bob 
Rock) and a famously tenacious 


manager (Bmce Allen). 

It amounted to almost noth¬ 
ing. “I had everything I could 
have ever dreamed of as an artist 
at 17 years old,” he said. 

“And by the time I was 20, it 
was all gone. I lost my record 
deal. I lost my publishing deal. 
I parted ways with Bmce. 

“That brought me back down 
to earth pretty quick.” 

It also brought Ottoh back to 
Canada, where he was dejected 
but undeterred. 

Soon, he found that he could 
extract more mileage by put¬ 
ting his songs into the hands 
(or voices) of others. 


He wrote music for Canadian 
Idol and hits started trickling in: 
Run for Rex Goudie, Let’s Go for 
Shawn Desman. 

He then received a call from 
his old Nashville buddy, John 
Rich, one half of Big & Rich. Com¬ 
ing off two platinum albums, Big 
& Rich wanted to record Ottoh’s 
song Radio on their next album. 

With that, Ottoh shuttled back 
to Tennessee and there he began 
scattering hits to eveiy part of 
the musical field. 

He penned tunes for One Dir¬ 
ection, Cher, Flo Rida, Pixie Lott 
and Emerson Drive. Even here, 
his dogged nature stood out. 


“Sometimes you’ll sit down 
with a writer and they want to 
get that song done today,” said 
Emerson Drive guitarist Daniclc 
Dupelle. “Not him. He doesn’t 
settle for the easy way out.” 

Despite his success, however, 
Ottoh wasn’t content filtering 
his compositions through other 
voices. 

He went solo again, his first 
name only, with 2012’s appro¬ 
priately titled The Wait, then 
2014’s Two. The former man¬ 
aged to chart only one song, but 
he’s had more traction since: his 
past six singles have all placed in 
Canadian countiy radio’s Top 40.

• Shawn Desman, Let's Go: 

Tebey was in Africa when 
Desman's producer let him 
know that this buoyant tune 
would be the first single on 
his next album. The only 
problem? "I honestly didn't 
remember writing that 
song," Ottoh admits. "That's 
pretty embarrassing." 

Still, Desman and Ottoh 
remained close; Desman 
was even a groomsman at 
Ottoh's wedding. 

• Cher, Take It Like A Man: 

Ottoh and his collaborators 
initially wrote this song for 
the U.K. girl group The Sat¬ 
urdays, before it wound up 
with the beloved club siren. 
"When you think about it, 
it's like a perfect gay an¬ 
them for Cher, even though 
we didn't make it that way," 
he said. 


The last two years in a row, 
Ottoh was nominated for the 
Rising Star trophy at the CCMAs. 

The moniker might seem ab¬ 
surd for an artist nearing his 20th 
year, but it’s also, in a way, fitting. 

“Some people shoot to the top 
veiy quickly,” he said. 

“Others have to grind it out. 
And I feel that I’m going to grind 
it out.”

Even though the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of Canadians still 
watch live TV, a new study says 
there has been “rapid” growth 
in people accessing video on 
demand through their service 
providers. 

Canadian audience measure¬ 
ment firm Numeris released 
a report Friday which found 
about 90 per cent of overall 
viewing is still live — a broad¬ 
cast over the air or 
through cable — as 
compared with on 
demand. 

But the findings 
also noted a shift 
in how younger 
demographics are 
watching tele¬ 
vision. 

“Services such as 
video on demand 
are relatively new 
offerings in Can¬ 
ada, but they have been stead¬ 
ily on the rise,” the report said. 

“Catch-up viewing is grow¬ 
ing rapidly, especially for the 
younger age groups.” 

In the study, video on de¬ 
mand was considered any¬ 
thing viewed through either 
a set-top box or a broadcast¬ 


er’s website or smartphone 
app. It conducted the study 
with its radio and TV panel of 
5,000 households, made up of 
11,000 individuals more than 
two years old. 

Numeris did not consider 
other sources, such as video 
streaming services like Netflix 
and Shomi or illegal online 
downloads, which are harder 
to accurately track. 

The most com¬ 
mon VOD users 
were women 25 to 
49 years old, with 
a job, and children 
under 12 years. 

In the United 
States, many cable 
channels have been 
shifting away from 
determining a TV 
show’s success 
by its “same-day” 
ratings numbers, 
arguing that advertisers should 
pay based on the popularity of 
shows over several days of VOD 
availability. 

Last week, Fox became the 
first of the big U.S. networks 
to stop providing “same-day” 
ratings to the public.

The Knick: Season 2, Episode 
2(TMN) 

It’s the early 1900s, and Her¬ 
man Barrow (Jeremy Bobb), the 
greedy administrator of New 
York’s gritty Knickerbocker 
Hospital, has made a deal with 
a whorehouse owner: He can 
sneak in girls for treatments 
in exchange for kickbacks. Bar- 
row knows Nurse Elkins (Eve 
Hewson) will be discreet; he’s 
got dirt on her. 

But what about the doctor — 
grey-haired, genteel — who’s 
just popped into the room un¬ 
expectedly? The doctor regards 
the whores. Barrow and Elkins 
hold their breath. 

“Such lovely ladies,” the doc¬ 
tor coos, choosing one to sit 
on the examining table. El¬ 
kins brings him stirrups. “Oh, I 
don’t need those, they can put 
their legs on my shoulders,” 


he says, jolly as Santa Claus. 

“I don’t need swabs either, 
a close look and a good nose 
are enough.” 

Eeewww. 

This series revels in the gore 
of early 20th-centuiy medicine 
— there’s always a jagged bone 
on display, a rotting patch of 
skin to drain. 

The lead character, Dr. John 
Thaclcery (Clive Owen) — not 
the doctor in this scene — 
may be a brilliant surgeon, 
but he’s also a sweat-soalced 
dope addict. 

The grotesqueries that dir¬ 
ector Steven Soderbergh (who 
helms every episode) and his 
writers are really exposing, 
though, are those of human be¬ 
haviour: not only chauvinism, 
but also racism and classism. 

Because The Knick takes in 
all patients, from destitute im¬ 
migrants to high society, char¬ 
acters like the jolly doctor can 
demean others with casual 
entitlement. 

Soderbergh’s point, of 
course, is that demeaning is 
still rampant. Less overtly dis¬ 
played, perhaps, but putrid 
nonetheless.

Singer songwriter Lera Lynn 
looks nothing like the character 
she played on Season 2 of HBO’s 
crime noir series, True Detective, 
who sang woeful drug ballads in 
a seedy dive bar. 

Lynn said main actors Vince 
Vaughn and Colin Farrell prob¬ 
ably never saw her on set without 
her makeup on, which included 
track marks and bruises on her 
arms, dark circles under her eyes, 
oily hair and yellow teeth. 

“I looked a lot worse in per¬ 
son than on camera, thankfully,” 
said Lynn in her home studio in 
Nashville, Tennessee. “I did tell 
Colin and Vince once, ‘Just so 
you know, I am a healthy regu¬ 
lar person.’” 

Lynn was selected by producer 
and composer T. Bone Burnett to 
help write and sing the songs that 
set the mood for the series. But 
Burnett and the show’s creator 
Nic Pizzolatto couldn’t tell her 
much about the plot when she 
started working on the show, 
other than they wanted “narco¬ 
ballads,” Lynn said. Grammy-win- 


ning singer Rosanne Cash also 
helped write songs for the show 
as well, including the haunting 
My Least Favorite Life. 

“It was interesting trying to 
create a character for the show 
whose function I was completely 
oblivious to,” Lynn said. 

But now that the show is over, 
Lynn has returned her focus on 
working on her next album and 
touring. Lynn’s last album, The 
Avenues, released in 2014, is a 
mix of Americana and country 
and her voice has a heavenly 
whisper that invokes compari¬ 
sons to Joy Williams of The Civil 
Wars. Her next album, produced 
by Joshua Grange, is due out 
early next year. 

“I think there are definitely as¬ 
pects of the True Detective style 
that run through my music,” 
Lynn said. “It’s just a sliver of 
what I do. T. Bone saw that some¬ 
where and I think that’s why he 
invited me ... on the show.” 

She’s thankful for the atten¬ 
tion she’s gotten from appearing 
on the show and said adding the 
songs from the television series 
to her set list has also added a dra¬ 
matic element to the live show. 

“I throw them in where people 
least expect it,” Lynn said. “It’s a 
neat part of the show, I think. It 
just brings everything way down 
for a minute. And then we just

Eskimos put Grey Cup on ice 


CFL 

Red blacks 
denied their 
first league 
championship 

Jordan Lynch’s one-yard touch¬ 
down run with 3:22 remaining 
rallied the Edmonton Eskimos 
to an exciting 26-20 Grey Cup 
win over the Ottawa Redblacks 
on Sunday night. 

Lynch successfully converted 
the third-and-one situation to 
cap a five-play, 78-yard drive. 
Quarterback Mike Reilly’s three- 
yard pass to Akeem Shavers for 
the two-point convert erased a 
20-18 advantage. 

The drive was aided 
by Edmonton head 
coach Chris Jones 
challenging an 
incompletion 
that was ultim¬ 
ately changed 
to pass interfer¬ 
ence against Ot¬ 
tawa’s Brandon 
Sermons. That gave 
the Eskimos the ball 
at the Redblaclcs’ 10- 
yard line. 

Jones thought he noticed the 
pass interference and threw a 
challenge flag, which was not a 
tactic that went well for him this 
season. He had lost eveiy chal¬ 
lenge he attempted this year be¬ 
fore finally winning one during 
Edmonton’s victory over Calgary 
in last week’s West Division final. 

“I had to call a timeout, and I 
said: ‘Look at this because it’s too 
big a situation, and if it is (pass

interference) then we need to 
throw a flag,” Jones said. “That’s 
how it transpired.” 

It was a dramatic finish for the 
Investors Group Field sellout of 
36,634, the second-smallest Grey 
Cup attendance since 1975. It 
was the fourth time the CFL title 
game was played in Manitoba, 
and the first since 2006. 
Edmonton secured 
its first Grey Cup 
_ title since 2005 
and 14th overall 
in a record 25th 
appearance. Only 
Toronto (16) has 
won more. 

The Eskimos 
also finished the 
season registering 
their 10th straight win, 
all coming after Reilly returned 
as the club’s starter. He suffered 
a knee injury in Edmonton’s 
season-opening loss to Toronto. 
Reilly, who was named the Grey 
Cup’s most valuable player, said 
getting to a championship game 
is “an opportunity you get to 
have a handful of times if you’re 
lucky.” 

“It’s certainly special,” he add¬ 
ed. “It’s something that I’ll never 
take for granted. It’s memories

that I’m happy I’ll have for the 
rest of my life.” 

It was a bitter ending to the 
season for Ottawa, appearing 
in its first Grey Cup since a 26- 
23 loss to Edmonton in 1981. 
The city’s last CFL championship 
came in 1976 with the former 
Rough Riders. 


“It’s not anger it’s disappoint¬ 
ment,” Ottawa head coach Rick 
Campbell said when asked about 
his mood following tough loss 
for the Redblacks. “This is def¬ 
initely not a business to be in if 
you don’t like highs and lows. 
That’s part of what you sign up 
for when you’re in this business. 


But obviously heartbroken, dis¬ 
appointed, all those things. I’m 
so proud of those guys and so 
proud to coach them. And that’s 
what make it so disappointing to 
get this far and not get it done.” 

Reilly completed 21 of 35 pass 
attempts for 269 yards and two 
touchdowns. Edmonton wide 
receiver Shamawd Chambers 
was named the game’s most out¬ 
standing Canadian. The Toronto 
native had 49 yards receiving.

teams. Biyant helped the Lak¬ 
ers to titles in 2000, 2001,2002, 
2009 and 2010. 

“Kobe Biyant is one of the 
greatest players in the histoiy 
of our game,” NBA commissioner 
Adam Silver said. “Whether com¬ 
peting in the Finals or hoisting 
jump shots after midnight in an 
empty gym, Kobe has an uncon¬ 
ditional love for the game. I join 
Kobe’s millions of fans around the 
world in congratulating him on 
an outstanding NBA career and 
thank him for so many thrilling
